Don’t starve your spirit by concentrating solely on the wants of your body. Strike a healthy 
balance. The reward will be substantial. Author Robert Louis Stevenson wrote, “The habit of 
being happy enables one to be freed, or largely freed from the domination of outward conditions.” 


As you graduate please accept my congratulations for your achievement and my best 
wishes for a life of true happiness. Remember, the world always looks brighter from behind a 
smile. 


May your four years of hard work and dedication open the doors to your lifetime 
pursuits. The educational and social experiences realized at Medford High School will help each 
of you to interpret society and all of its complexities. 

Society offers each of you an opportunity to enter on a path of life rich with meaning 
and purpose. The goal is yours to set; the striving is yours to endure; the reward will be yours in 
achievement.
